The amount is on a sliding scale, 
depending upon a person’s income. 
“No one has to worry about the 
payment of hospital bills. Social 
Security takes care of it.” 

For minor ailments not requir- 
ing a hospital visit or hospitaliza- 
tion, there are 30 clinics throughout 
the country, Mrs. Wilson said. They 
treat maladies such as colds, minor 
aches and pains. There are also spe- 
cialized clinics for diabetics, per- 


sons with hypertension or high blood 
pressure and for patients with kid- 
ney failure. 

Other than trips to New York 
City and Connecticut to visit friends, 
Mrs. Wilson said she and her hus- 
band have not done much sight see- 
ing. They'll conclude their five- 
month sabbatical in June when they 
leave for Atlantato visit their daugh- 
ter and grandchildren.

In light of the preposterous 
verdict in the Rodney King case, 
one could easily state that the 
wrong individuals were on trial in 
Simi Valley, California.
